IN THE HOUSE. 


Washington, March 15.—When the 


house met ioday Mr. Parker, of New 
Jersey, reported back from the com- 
mittee on military affairs the reso- 
lution introduced by Mr. Richard- 
son, the democratic leader, a few 
days ago, calling upon the secretary 
of war for the reports of certain 
army officers who examined into the 
transport service between Sau Fran- 
cisco and Manila with the recom- 
mendation that a substitute be 
adopted which calls for the facts re- 
lative to this transport service in* 
stead of the reports* 


Mr. Parker explained that reports 


were necessarily confidential and 
contained in many cases freely ex- 
pressed opinions which it might be 
unwise to make public. All con- 
gress desired or was entitled to, he 
said, was the facts. 


Mr. Bichardson said that while he 


would have preferred the reports 
called -for in his original resolution, 
he would be satisfied with the sub- 
stitute if it elicited the facts as he 
was assured it -would. He was the 
more disposed to accept (the substi- 
tute as the senate already had adopt- 
ed a resolution almost identical with 
that^ introduced by him. 
If con- 


gress got the facts relative to the 
transport 
service, he said, he be- 


lieved the country would receive a 
chapter of very interesting reading. 
The resolution was adopted 'without 
division,

The litigation growing out of tiie

A. C. Clarke & Co., of Chicago. The 
suit was brought against the Peer- 
less Cuspidor company, of Port 
Wayne, the defendants being mem* 


rs of a company formed to manu- 


facture a cuspidor which the court 
has now declared was an infringe- 
ment on the patent 
owned by the 


plaintiff company. 
The cuspidor, 


which was the invention of Dr. 0. E. 
Johnson, / of Fort Wayne, revolves 
by the slight pressure of a small 
flowing stream fed in by a small 
pipe from the regular water supply 
of the dentist office and its advan- 
tage is oue of cleanliness and con- 
venience. 
The defendants -employ- 


ed Judge Taylor and W. F. Denny to 
represent their case and the hearing 
of the argument occurred iu the fed- 
eraY cQUrfsl£Hnfc"in Port "Wayne, 
Judge Staker 'being on the bench. 
He rendered a decision adverse to 
the Fort Wayne parties and the lat- 
ter appealed to the United States 
court of 'appeals at Chicago, three 
judges sitting in the hearing. Two 
of the judges voted to affirm the 
judgment, but Judge Woods dissent- 
ed and wrote an opinion in favor of 
the appellants. ' Judge Raker, ac- 
cording to a court news item in the 
Indianapolis Journal this morning, 
has given final judgment in favor of 
the plaintiff 
and has appointed 


Thomas J. Logan, of this city, the 
commissioner; of the United States 
court, as special master in chancery, 
to take evidence as to the amount of 
injury that the plaintiff has sustain- 
ed by reason of the use of the In- 
fringing device by the dentists of 
the United States. Mr. Logan was 
asked about the matter this morning 
but he said (that he had not been of- 
ficially motified of his appointment 
as yet afcd knew nothing of the 
scope of the investigation, 
Mr.

The West Main street bridge was 
he Scene last night of a more o<r less 
ensational suicide, leaving in Its 
rail a deep mystery as to the cause, 
and the deepest grief and cruel- 


physical shock to the large 


family of the dead man. His 
name is John Bowman, of No. 
J3 Boone street. He -was a. carpenter 
employed "by James Stewart & Co.. 
builders of the Allen county court 
house, and now engaged in the con* 
struction of a large iron manufac- 
turing plant in Clariton, Pa., where 
he was foreman of a ging of car- 
lenters. 
This showed that he en- 


oyed the confidence of -his employers 


a mtan of industry, proved skill 


and tact in (handling men. He had 
.vidently been enjoying an income 
.ffording a margin for savings, in- 
asmuch as his thoughts had been 
dwelling on the desirability of own- 
ng his own 'home and his wife ex- 
pected to view several properties 
with him today to that end. He ar- 
ived nome from Pennsylvania on 
March 7 for a visit and a rest, saying 
hat he had been troubled some with 
-heumatism and he needed the vaca- 
ion. During the week since he came 
home, -while it is said he indulged 
somewhat in intoxicating liquors, ha 
was not at any time under their in- 
fluence fio -much <as to trouble or 
alarm his family. 


WEfcE GOING TO A SOCIAL. 
The act of suicide occurred last 


night at 7:40 o'clock, 
Mrs* Bowman 


and her daughter had left their ihome 
on Boone street to attend a social 
given 'by the local lodge of Poth- 
inders, with which organization her 
daughter, Miss Grace, is connected, 
They were in the escort of C. H. 
Springer, of Butler street, who had 
been paying fliendly calls upon the 
daughter.

rived at the 'house he talked with 
the family and says that Mr. Bow- 
man was in a pleasant mood, appar- 
ently giving no indication of dis- 
turbance of mind or temper.

Grace asked her parents to accom- 
pany them to the social and her 
mother agreed to do BO, urging her 
husband also to attend, 
He de- 


clined, making the excuse thatfcewas 
tired and that he would stay at home 
to keep the smaller children com- 
pany.

avail and the young people and the 
mother started to the lodge room, 
preferring to walk than to take the 
car. They fo&d reached the middle of 
the bridge, when, they suddenly 
found the husband and father stand- 
ing- before them

prise.

Another illustrative incident given 


by Major Hilton with intense dram* 
atic power was his recital of the 
sinking of a magnificent passenger 
steamer, the Granite State, in Long 
Island sound years ago.

tured vividly the burning and sink- 
ing of the ship, when hundreds went 
down to death, and then continued: 


"Yet before u passenger had been 


permitted to set a foot upon that ves- 
sel notices iu large type had been 
posted, in dozens of places on board 
pointing to life preservers close at 
hand. In that awful time of panic 
and consternation all -forgot them, 
With all the' means ' provided for 
safety, no one availed themselves of 
the means provided. 
My friends, 


long before God launched your life 
into this world He posted this notice 
—this bible, this eternal life pre- 
server, 
pointing1 the way to an 


eternity of joy and safety. 
Put on 


the life preserver of Christ and you 
will never sink beneath the waters 
of iniquity, for He saves to the ut- 
termost. 
0, tonight, my friends, 


how shall we escape if we neglect so 
great salvation?"

WELL KNOWN PRIEST DIES 


Was Ordained Her,p in 1802—Divides 


His Property Among Rela- 


tives and Charity. 


Anderson, Ind., March 15.—Rev. 


Julius Beck, chaplain of St. Joseph's 
hospital, in this city, died here yes- 
terday, after an extended illness. 
Father Beck, who was one of the best 
known priests in nortlie.ru Indiana, 
was born iu Prussia in 1836, coming: 
to the United States and locating in 
Fort Wayne in 1859. 
He graduated 


In Cincinnati and was ordained in 
Fort -Wayne in 1882, Jbeing assigned 
to Decatur.' He held charges at 
Michigan City, Laporte, Lagro and 
Oxford, returning1 to Fort Wayne, 
where his .health .gave way. 
He 


came to this city five years ago and 
has l>e*n at St. John's hospital since. 
The remains were removed to Michi- 
gan City today, where they will lie 
in state in the church built during 
his nineteen years' pastorate there. 


In his will, which was probated 


here today, he (bequeathed $600 to 
St. Vincent's orphan asylum, Fort 
Wayne; $200 to St. Joseph's hospital, 
Fort Wayne; $500 to Bishop Aler- 
ding, of the Fort Wayne diocese, to 
say or have masses today fpr the re- 
pose of the soul; $500 to St. Mary's 
academy, South Bend; $500 and per- 
sonal effects to St. John's hospital, of 
this city. The balance of the estate 
goes to his brother, John Beck, at 
Michigan City, and two sisters in 
Prussia.

FORM CLUfl FOft AMERICANS 


EXCLUSIVE AFFAIB TO BE OR- 


GANIZED IK LONDON. 


Titled Britons Interested in the Mat- 


ter—To be Beady for the 


Coronation. 


London, March 15.—The report 


that Americans -will shortly have a 
London club equal in trclusivenese 
and prominence to any of the leading 
clubs in <the United States is con* 
firmed. An influential Anglo-Amer- 
ican committee was formed this week 
for the purpose of arranging all the 
details and getting the organization 
ready prior to the coronation of King 
Edward. Among the committeemen 
are Lords Kintore, 
Suffield, Craven 


and Marquis Beresford, 
Maj, Gen. 


r Eeginald Pole-Carerw, Anthony 


Drexel and Reginald Ward. 
Other 


prominent men, both British and 
American, are expected to join the 
organizing body in the near future. 
The club's- name will probably be the 
Columbia and its quarters will be in 
a large building now occupied by the 
Avondale hotel, Piccadilly, near St. 
James street. The object is to afford 
Americans, who are now barred by 
their nationality from several lead- 
ing London clubs, a social headquar- 
ters in the British capital such as 
they have at home. Ladies will be 
allowed tfhe privilege of admission to 
certain rooms, including the dining 
room. When started this will be the 
most expensive club in England, the 
entrance fee, £50, being more than, 
the fee asked by -any English club. 


Any member of the leading Ameri- 


can organizations, such as the Union 
and Knickerbocker clubs-, 
of New 


York; the Somerset club, of Boston, 
and the Metropolitan club, of Wash- 
ington, will be admitted without bal- 
lot for temporary membership. To 
quote one of the founders of (the new 
club: "It will be a club de luxe, 
where Americans 
of good Social 


standing can feel as much at home 
as they would at the Metropolitan 
club, of New York, and yet have the 
opportunity of meeting the nicest 
people in England on equal terms; 


Only a few weeks ago one of the 


oldest English clubs -passed a Tjy-law 
prohibiting Americans from becom- 
ing members.

New York, March 15-An action

According to his complaint a 
contract was entered into in 189? 
between Judge E. H. Gary, of Chi- 
cago, and O. H. Ten Broeck, under 
the provisions of which the profits of 
the deal which led up to the forma 
tion of the American Steel and Wire 
company were to be divided between 
all the parties interested in the plan. 
Parks avers that lie 'had never re- 
ceived his share of the profits which 
were realized from Gates, who is al- 
leged to (have received them. 
He 


therefore asks for an accounting. 
Gates in his answer makes a general 
denial of the allegations. 


DANGERS 


London, March 15.— The extraor- 


dinary effect of lyddite has been re 
vealed by the statement that during 
the recent experiments with the hulk 
of the old battleship Belle Isle, Shells 
containing that explosive refracted 
fragments upon the attacking ves- 
sels, which were 300 yards distant. 
Other fragments dropped close to 
gunboat situated 2,000 yards abeam 
of the line of fire. The deduction 
drawn is that when lyddite is used 
there is danger for a friendly vessel 
at least 2,000 yards away. The Out- 
look compares lyddite with a boom- 
erang, and points out that to be of 
any service it must be dropped right 
on board a hostile vessel, as, "if the 
projectile does not hit the right place, 
it will fly back and slay the slayer."

Forty years ago last Sunday a little 


vessel iu the federal 
navy of the 


United States destroyed every vessel 
in the British navy save two; it 
wrecked the fleets of France, of Ger- 
many, and of Spain, and the -whole 
continent of Europe shook from the 
reverberations of its guns. 


That vessel was Captain Ericsson's 


Monitor, and when, after six hours 
of fighting, the 
confederate 
ram 


Merrimac withdrew from the fight 
and on au ebbing 'tide steamed "back 
to Norfolk, the whole world's ideas every one finding its mark. Firing 
of a floating armament had under- was resumed after the two vessels 
gone a revolution that has not ceased had drawn apart, the Monitor still 
in its changes to this day. 


"Whereas,"

vessel bulged inward until another 
shot would have penetrated. 


Recovering, the crew of the Mer- 


riinae was ordered to board the Mon- 
it3r, but before it could be executed 
the little vessel had dropped away 
out of reach. 


Thereafter it was fighting with

Before the attempt to ram 


the Merrimac had been firing at the 
Monitor's turret, and the Monitor's 
two guns had answered at intervals 
of seven 
of eight minutes, nearly 


keeping in a position to protect the

This sweeping admission 
of the

Europe into gloom, and now, after 
forty years, perhaps nothing in all 
the evolution of s«a fighting has 
made such an impression -upon the 
world as did' that famous battle in' 
Hampton roads. 


The setting 
is familiar 
to the 


world. 
The Merrimac, an ironclad 


ram, was a work of the confederate 
lieutenant, George M. Brooke, who 
raised the hulk of the old frigate 
Virginia, burned and sunk when the 
federals abandoned the Norfolk ivavy 
yard in 1881. 
This hulk had been 


raised and cut to the berth 
deck. 


Both ends, front and real', had been 
covered over with pitch pine and oak 
twenty-four inches thick, and rising 
at an angle of 45 degrees. Th'e gun 
deck was covered in like manner 
seven feet clear of the deck, and over 
all was a roofing of railroad rails, 
bolted 'together .in threes and sloped 


» 
to the water line, with the rounded 
surface of the rails turned1 outward. 
It was armed with two seven-inch 
rifles, two six-inch rifles, and six 
nine-inch smooth bores, a total of 
ten guns. 


'BUILDING OF THE MONITOR. 
The monitor was Captain 'Ericsson's 


•masterpiece. Its keel had been laid 
in Brooklyn «arly in. 1861, and it 
went Into commission on February 
25, 1862, with Lieut. J. L. .Worden 
commander. 
It -was 174 feet long 


and 41 feet wide, drawing 12 feet of 
•water. Its upper hull was five feet 
deep and only one -foot Mid-six inches 
of it showed above the water line. 
It toad wooden sides 30 inches thick, 
•with a plating of iron six inches 
deep. Below, Dive 'sides had only one 
in'ch of iron plating. 


An upright turret, SO feet inside 


diameter and nine feet 'high, was its 
especial feature. 
This turret was 


built to revolve by means of a small 
eteam engine. Its protection was a 
series of iron plates bolted one upon 
another until they were eight inches 
thick. On the port side three inches 
more pf plating made .-m 11-inch 
jacket that was considered 
imper- 


vious to the guns of the enemy. The 
Monitor's armament consisted' of 
only two 11-indi gun's mounted' in 
ipair and throwing 
a solid 
shot 


•weighing 180 pounds. ,- 


When the Monitor, 
only eleven 


For six houis the fight went on. 


Everything outside the Merrimac's 
armament was shot away. The iron- 
ct.ld face of the Monitor's turret was 
indented in many places but not 
pierced. At 2 o'clock, with a tide 
running out, the Merrimac was 
withdrawn ' from 
the engagement. 


Drawing m0ro than twice as much 
water as the Monitor, it was seen to 
t-e foolish to go aground, with room 
still possible to its nimble antago- 
nist. 
Commodore Tatnall 
ordered 


that the Merrimac steam back to 
Norfolk, and it was May 8 before the 
repairs necessary 
to it were com- 


pleted. 
Soon afterwards the evac- 


uation of Norfolk by .the confeder- 
ates followed. 
The 'Merrimac had 


been 
soaking another engagement 


with the Monitor, but on this evacu- 
ation, after 
the vessel 
had been 


lightened to run down with the tide, 
the pilots refused the task. 
The 


vessel then had five feet of unpro- 
tected sides out of the 
.water and 


Commodore Tatnall saw no other al- 
ternative than to beach the Merri- 
mac and destroy it. Tnls was done 
at Craney Island, the vessel being 
set on fire. 


CALL BATTLE 14 DRAW. 


To some extent the -world regarded 


this engagement as a "draw." The 
confederates, especially, have held to 
that idea. A British expert view of 
the fight may have suggested it, in 
which the authority says: 


"We think it extremely probable 


that the Merrimac will try it again, 
and with an excellent chance of suc- 
cess, provided that its bow is 
strengthened 
with 
massive 
iron,

In some important 
respects the 


Tillman-McLourln brawl in the sen- 
ate differs from all the other fracases 
which have taken 
place in either 


branch of congress. The others were 
between men of opposing parties or 
opposing sections, m both. Tillman 
and McLaurin, however, not only be- 
long to the same party, but represent 
the same state. Moreover, McLaurin 
belonged to the same element of the 
party ns Tillmaii ut the time of his 
entrance into the senate in 1898, 
three years later than Tillman. A 
divergence between them came on 
the issues growing out of the w.ir 
with Spain, when McLaurin began 
to support republican measures, nnd 
the gap between the two has broad- 
ened in the past year. McLaurin, it 
has been charged, has controlled the 
patronage o£ his state under the re- 
publican administration, nnd this, 
too, has served to array against blm 
not only Tillman, but many South 
Carolinians who have not -been espe- 
cially friendly to tie senior senator. 
This was the first brawl in the sen- 
ate which, during the proceedings of 
that body, led to actual violence, al- 
though many stormy scenes have oc- 
curred in that chamber. 


•The house of representatives, how- 


over, has had several personal en- 
counters between its members. The 
flrst of them took place on January 
30, 1798, and the participants were 
Matthew Lyon, of Vermont, an im- 
pulsive 
and erratic democrat, and 


Roger Giiswold, of' Connecticut, 
an 


equally extreme federalist, though a 
man of greater ability and balance. 
Lyon was denouncing the members 
of the liouse from Connecticut, and 
boasteid that if lie should 'move into 
that state with a printing press he 
could revolutionize popular opinion 
in it and replace all its federalist 
members of congress by democrats. 
"H you go into Connecticut, will you 
wear your wooden swordP" sueering- 
ly asked Griswold, alluding to a re- 
port that Lyon, while a lieutenan^jn 
a Vermont company in -the jrflrof 
independence, had 'been cashiered for 
deserting his post and 
.been com- 


pelled to wear a woo'den sword. The 
laughter from the house which this 
sally incited em-aged Lyon, and he 
instantly responded by spitting in 
Griswold's face.

As an 
associate no railway man was ever 
held in higher esteem by his fellow 
men than was Major Mauk.

way boys when he said:

Mauk possessed the most manly 
principles of any man I ever met.

Signor Angela Mosso, one of the 


greatest authorities on human physi- 
ology, -who has devoted years to the 
study of the effects of high altitudes 
on the human frame, and who has 
been instrumental ill securing the 
erection of a new observatory and 
Alpine station on Monti -Rosa for the 
special study of the life of man on 
the 'high Alps, stated1 very recently 
that he was convinced that man may 
reach the summit of Everest without 
serious sufferings.

TIONIZED SEA FIGHTING. 


Forty years ago last Sunday a little 


vessel in the federal 
n&vy of the 


United States destroyed every vessel 
in the British navy save two; it 
wrecked the fleets of France, of Ger- 
many, and of Spain, and the -whole 
continent of Europe shook from the 
reverberations of its guns. 


That vessel was Captain Ericsson's 


Monitor, and when, after six 'hours 
of fighting, the 
confederate ram 


Herrimac withdrew from the fight 
and on an ebbing tide ^teamed back 
to Norfolk, the whole world's ideas 


vessel bulged inward until another 
shot would have penetrated. 


Recovering, ^he crew of the Her- 


rimac was ordered to board the Mon- 
itor, but before it could be executed 
the little vessel had dropped away 
out of reach. 


Thereafter it was fighting with 


guns. 
Before the attempt to ram 


the 'Merrimac had been firing at the 
Monitor's turret, and the Monitor's 
two guns had answered at intervals 
of seven of eight minutes, nearly 
every one finding its mark. Firing

This sweeping admission 
of the 


moat conservative of England's most 
conservative papers plunged 
all 


Europe into gloom, and now, after 
forty years, perhaps nothing in all 
the evolution of sea fighting bas 
made such an impression upon the 
world £s did that famous battle in 
Hampton roads. 


The setting is familiar to the 


world, 
The Meriimac, an ironclad 


ram, was a work of the confederate 
lieutenant, George M. Brooke, who 
raised the hulk of the old frigate 
Virginia, burned and sunk when the 
federals abandoned the "Norfolk navy 
yard in 1861. 
This hulk had been 


raised and cut to the berth deck. 
Both ends, front and rear, had been 
covered over with pitch pine and oak 
twenty-four inches1 thick, and rising 
at an angle of 45 degrees. The gun 
deck was covered in like manner 
seven feet clear of the deck, and over 
all wasi a roofing of railroad rails, 
bolted together,in threes and sloped 
to the water line, with the rounded 
surface of the rails turned1 outward. 
It was armed with two seven-inch 
rifles, two six-inch rifles* .and six 
nine-inch smooth bores, a total of 
ten guns. 


OF TtHE MONITOR. 


The monitor was Captain Ericsson's 


masterpiece. Its keel had been laid 
in Brooklyn early in 1861, and it 
•went into commission on February 
85, 1802, with Lieut. J. L. -Worden 
commander* It was 174 feet long 
and 41 feet wide, drawing 12 feet of 
water. Its upper hull was five feet 
d*ep and) only one foot and-six inches 
of it showed above the water line. 
It had wooden sides 30 inches thick, 
with a. plating of iron six inches 
deep. Below, the sides had only one 
intah of iron plating. 


An uprigiht turret, 20 feet inside 


diameter and nine feet 'liigh, was its 
especial feature. 
This turret was 


built to revolve by means of a small 
6t€*am engine. Its protection was a 
series of iron plates bolted one upon 
another until they were eight inches 
thick. On the port side three inches 
more of plating made air 11-inch 
jacket that was considered 
imper- 


vious to the yuns of the enemy* The 
Monitor's armament consisted of 
only two 11-inch gune mounted in 
(pair and throwing a solid shot 
weighing 180 pounds*, 
x- 


Wh'en the Monitor, 
only eleven 


days in 
commission, came into 


Hatapton roads, it was much more 
a venture and atf< experiment than 
was the confederate ram. On the 
day before the fight of the ironclads 
the 'Merrimac had wrecked the fed- 
eral ships Congress, Cumberland, 
Boanoke and St. Lawrence, and on 
the night before the fight its crew 
•half slept, waiting for daylight by 
which it could destroy the Minnesota, 
last remaining of -the federal squad- 
ron. 


Everything- outside the Merrimac's 
armament was shot away. The iron- 
clad face of the Monitor's turret was 
indented in many (places but not 
pierced. 'At 2 o'clock, with a tide 
running out, the Merrimac was 
withdrawn * from 
the engagement. 


Drawing more than twice as much 
water as the Monitor, it was seen to 
be foolish to go aground, with room 
still possible to its nimble antago- 
nist. 
Commodore Tatnall ordered 


that the Merriraac steam back to 
Norfolk, and it was May 8 before the 
repairs necessary to it were com- 
pleted. 
Soon afterwards the evac- 


uation of Norfolk by (the confeder- 
ates followed, 
The 'Merrimac had 


been seeking another engagement 
with the Monitor, but on this evacu- 
ation, after 
the vessel 
had been 


lightened to run down with the tide, 
the pilots refused the ^task. 
The 


vessel then had five feet of unpro- 
tected sides out of the 
water and 


Commodore Tatnall saw no other al- 
ternative than to beach the Mem- 
mac and destroy it. Tnis was done 
at Craney Island, the vessel being 
set on fire. 


CALL BATTLE 1A DRAW. 


To some extent the -world regarded 


this engagement as a "draw." The 
confederates, especially, have held to 
that idea. A -British expert view of 
the fight may have suggested it, in 
which the authority says: 


"We think it extremely probable 


that the Merrimac will try it again, 
and with an excellent chance of suc- 
cess, provided that its bow is 
strengthened with 
massive iron, 


sloped BO as to tread its puuy foe be* 
neath it. It should be remembered 
that a mere weight of less than<£50 
tons imposed 
upon 
the Monitor 


•would completely immerse it and 
cause it to sink like a stone." 


This was an expert's opinion at the 


time. No confederate, however, has 
answered 
the 
argument of Com- 


mander S, D. Greene of the United 
States navy when he wrote: 


"The fight was over. 
We of the 


Monitor thought, 
and still think, 


that we had gained a great victory. 
This the confederates have denied. 
But it never has 'been denied that 
the object of the Merrimac, on March 
9, was to complete the destruction of 
the union fleet in Hampton Boads, 
and that in this it was completely 
foiled and driven off by the Monitor; 
nor has it be'en denied that at the 
close of the engagement the Merri- 
mac retreated td Norfolk, leaving the 
Monitor in possession of the field."

In some important 
respects the 


Tillman-McLaurin brawl in the een- 
ate differs from all the other fracases 
which have taken 
place in either 


branch of congress. The others were 
between men of opposing parties or 
opposing sections, or both. Tillman 
and McLaurin, however, not only be- 
long to the same party, but represent 
the same state. (Moreover, McLaurin 
belonged to the same element of the 
party ns Tillman at the time of his 
entrance into the senate in 1898, 
three years later than Tillman. A 
divergence between them came on 
the issues growing out of the war 
with Spain, when McLaurin began 
to support republican measures, and 
the gap between the two has broad- 
ened in the past year. McLaurin, it 
has been charged, has controlled the 
patronage of his state under tlte re- 
publican administration, and this, 
too, has served to array against him 
not only Tillman, but many South 
Carolinians who have not been espe- 
cially friendly to tfce senior senator. 
This was the first brawl in the sen- 
ate which, during the proceedings of 
that body, led to actual violence, al- 
though many stormy scenes have oc- 
curred in fthat chamber. 


The house of representatives, how-

him. 
Curiously 
enoug'h, though 


Brooks1 assault cf 1856 was the chief 
c.iii£e of Sumner's de&lh in 1874, lie 
long* outlived liis assailant ancl the 


on. whose fctccunt the a&satilt 


was ma'de. Butle? died just a year 
after t/ia 'atltack and Brooks died four 
rnonUis earlier than Butler. 


Between the 
Brooks-Sumner as- 


sault and the secession of the south 
five years later many feuds occurred 
in congress. In one of the earliest 
of these Anson Burlingame, of Mas- 
sachusetts, a meniber of the house, 


denounced 
Brooks, was chal- 


lenged by Brooks, accepted the chal- 
lenge, named the Canadian side of 
Niagara falls as the meeting place, 
but the nght never came off. Brooks 
declined, 
on the ground 
that he 


would have to go through the north 
in getting to Niagara, and that he 
would run ihe risk of ibodily injury 
in doing so. TMs was in June, 1856. 
On Tebruaiy 4, 1858, another fracas 
occurred in congress, Grow, of Penn- 
sylvania, who is one of the present 
members of the house, figuring in this 
one. It was during a stormy discus- 
sion of the question of the Lecomp- 
ton pro-slavery 
constitution which 


the south, aided by the 'Buchanan ad- 
ministration, was trying to force up- 
on Kansas, when Keitt, a South Car- 
olina fire-eater, made a physical at- 
tack on Grow, and 
was knocked 


down. In the same melee Barksdale, 
of Mississippi, as 'bellicose a person 
as Keitt, had his wig knocked off. 
This part of the affair excited some 
merriment at the time. Two months 
later London Punch, a paper which 
was apparently read more on this 
side of the Atlantic than it is now, 
had a mock epic on the Keitt-Grow 
fracas, which opened thus: "Sing, 
0 goddess, the wrath, the ontamable 
dander of Keitt." 


Early in the presidential year of 


1860 (April 5) an altercation occur- 
red in the house, which 'attracted 
wide attention. 
Owen CLovejoy, -of 


Illinois, brother of the Alton martyr 
of 1837, was making a speech filled 
with his customary picturesque de- 
nunciation of slavery and slavery's 
champions, when Boger A. Pryor, of 
Virginia, advanced on Lovejoy and 
shouted: "The gentleman from Illi- 
nois shall not approach this side of 
the house and talk as he has been 
talking. 
He shall not talk this 


treasonable talk and shake his fist 
in our faces." 
John P« Potter, a 


Wisconsin 
republican, 
promptly 


went to the defense 'of Lovejoy, and 
shouted, even louder than Pryor: 
"We listened to gentlemen over there 
for the past eight weeks when they 
denounced members on this side of 
the house with violent -and offensive 
language* And now this aide shall 
be (heard, let 
the consequences be

fego," exclaimed Lovejoy to Pryor 
and the rest of the southern side,

stuff to Europe/ Do you 'think you 
could stand a few figures?. If you 
could, I think 'that I might find some 
pretty interesting ones for you. 
Sometimes figures are dry, and then, 
again, sometimes they are interest- 
ing, and now and then, I think, they 
are downright exciting."

"What's a 
balance of 


trade?" 


"Yes, it is a lot of money. I be- 


lieve neither you nor I can possibly 
thing- of $1,500,000,000, because it is 
such a big sum th-at we don't know 
how to think of it. But wait a mo- 
ment."

Suppose, for instance, that the Unit- 
ed States said goods to other coun- 
tries -worth $1,500,000,000, and dial 
the other countries wanted to pay 
for these gtfods, as far as they could, 
with other goods instead of 
with 


money. 
But suppose that 'all the 


goods that the United States wanted 
to buy from thcss countries came to 
only $900,000,000; 
{Dheii there 


would still be $600,000,000 left tc 
be paid in money, and that we call 
the balance of trade in favor of tlte 
United States. Now, one more word 
about this, and then ,we will talfc 
about something besides numbers. It 
is'only lately that we have been sell- 
ing so much. In .the last six yean 
the balance of trade Has been mow 
than $2,000,000,000 in our favor, bu-t 
from the time'when the United States 
began to be a nation >till (the begin- 
ning of those six years the 'bal-inc: 
was otfly $383,000,000. So you «er 
(here he did another little sum) thai 
our country has gained five times a? 
much in trade in the last six year* 
as it gained in all (the -rest of tlu 
time that it has lived." 


"Whew!" said James Henry. 
"That was just what Germany 


said," replied his grandfather, "and 
you and Germany are both quite 
right. And this is just what is wor- 
rying some Germans. They make all 
sorts cf things in Germany and sell 
them in other countries. Now for a 
long time our country seemed to b? 
sending a good deal of wheat and 
'beef and cotton to Europe, "and not 
much else, but now we have got into 
the way of making things, just ai 
Germany does, to sell in Europe, and 


over Asia. 
Americans go there to 


build steel bridges, and everywhere 
they use American sewing machines 
and American farming machinery—* 
plows and mowing machines and 
binders—and everywhere they are 
using American typewriters. 
Go to 


any of the big typewriter shops down 
town and they can show you ma- 
chines made to write Russian and 
Greek and all sorts of languages 
with queer letters in them.*' 


THE RICHEST OF NATIONS. 
"But what is going to happen,' 


James Henry asked, "if wo keep on 
selling more and more, and buying 
less and less? I should think thai 
after awhile we should get all the 
money in the world, and then th 
people in other countries couldn' 
buy anything more from us." 


"It certainly does look so," his 


grandfather answered, "but you may 
be perfectly sure that it will never go 
so far as that. And we are not buy- 
ing less and less. We are buying as 
much as ever. Nobody can tell how 
it will end, and I don't suppose thai, 
it will ever really end at all. It will 
always go on somehow or other. 
A 


good many things might liappen- 
too many to talk about now—but 
things will be evened up somehow. 
The other nations will not lose every- 
thing, and the United States will not 
get everything. By the way, I saw 
some naw figures in the Tribune the 
other day, and they were not made 
by Americans, either. 
They came 


from England. 
We have always 


thought before that England was the 
richest of all the nations, but these 
figures make the United States the 
richest. 
They calmly put us down 


for $81,750,000,000. 
That is the 


biggest number we have seen yet. 
isn't it? Aud England comes next 
with $59,030,000,000, 
Besides this, 


it is said that the United States owes 
less than any other great nation. 


"And there is one other thing—of 


course, there are a thousand other 
things, but there is this one among 
them: There are not many nations 
which can get along so well without 
any help as the United States. We 
can raise our own wheat, and beef, 
and pork, and cotton, and wool; 
can grow cur own vegetables and 
fruits; we can dig our own coal and 
iron out of our own ground, and cut

Whether a man will ever be able to 


climb to the top of Mount Everest, 
which is 29,200 feet above the sea 
level, is a question upon 
which 


scientists and others are divided, 
says the New York Journal. An ex- 
pedition to finally determine the mat- 
ter would be watched with consider- 
able interest. 


Such an expedition, -however, to be 


carried out with any reasonable hope 
of success, would not be a matter of 
days, or weeks, but of years. Moun- 
tain expeditions have hitherto adopt- 
ed too rapid a rate of ascent. The 
nervous system, consequently, liad 
not time to .accustom itself to the 
action of the wined air, nor the or- 
ganisms to ths cold. 


Signer Angelo Mosso, one of the 


greatest authorities on human physi- 
ology, who has devoted years to the 
study of the effects of high altitudes 
on the human frame, and who has 
been instrumental in securing the 
erection of A new observatory and 
Alpine station on Mon-tn -Rosa for the 
special study of the life of main oil 
the 'high Alps, stated* very recently 
that he was convinced that anan may 
reach the summit of Everest without 
serious sufferings. 


The reason, Signor Mosso tells us, 


why so few have attempted the "as- 
cent of the highest peaks is the con- 
viction that man cannot withstand 
the rarified air of such altitudes. We 
live at the bottom of an ocean of air 
and our bodies are especially adapted 
for life at low levels-. Consequently 
when we are placed in unusual con- 
ditions, - such 
as exist at 'great 


heights^ jwe..-are affected in various 
ways. Respiration becomes difficult, 
the circulation of the blood is al- 
tered, the heart is fatigued, "moun- 
tain sickness" is experienced, and 
lassitude and exhaustion- follow. 


In spite of all this, the ascent of 


Mount Everest is believed possible. 
The progress nmst necessarily be 
very slow, because the climber will 
have to acclimatp himself perfectly 
as he ascends in order to reach, the 
top in conditions of health and 
strength. His victualing- arrange- 
ments must be generously and' pru- 
dently made, more especially as> the 
last stages must be covered "at snail's 
pace. By devoting two or three years 
to climbing 'the 29&QO feet 'to the 
top of Mount Everest at an average 
rate of about 30 feet diaily, Signor 
Mosso believes1 the feat may (be ac- 
complished.

beaut'iful jFlathead 
Valley, on the 


Flathead Indian reservation, Mon- 
tana, is the largest herd of buffalo 
on the continent. 
The noble -ani- 


mals have practically all the free*^ 
dom that was theirs in the days 
when they were monarchs of the 
plains. This head is ,the property of 
a half-breed of mixed Indian and 
Mexican folood named Pablo, whose 
home is on the reservation and "who 
is reported to foe worth. $2,500,000. 
He does not look it in his suit of 
citizen's clothes, broad-brimmed hat 
and blanket, but he is as shrewd a 
ranchman as is to be found on the 
western plains and he nas increased 
his government allotment of cattle 
and lands until -he lias amassed a 
vast fortune. He has two houses, one 
on the reservation and the other in 
the dreary little shipping town of 
Selish, on the Northern Pacific rail- 
road.

plauded, I mean the ait of forget- 
ting. There is a splendid faculty in 
that direction that we all need to 
cultivate. 
We might, through that 


process, be ten 
times happier and 


more useful than we now are. We 
have. i)een told that forgetfulness is 
a weakness and ought to be avoided 
by -all possible means. So far from 
a weakness, my text ascribes it to 
God.* It is the very top of omnipo- 
tence that God is able to obliterate 
a part of his own memoiy. 
If we 


repent of sin and lightly seek the 
divine forgiveness, the iccord of the 
misbehavior is not only crossed off 
the books, but God actually lets it 
pass out of inemoiy. 
''Their sins 


and their iniquities will I remember 
no ."more." To remember no more is 
to forget, and you can not make any- 
thing else out of it. 
God's power of 


forgetting is so great that if two 
men appeal to 
Him, and the one 


man, after a life all right, gets the 
sins of his heart pardoned, and the 
6ther man, after a life of abomina- 
tion, gets pardoned, God remembers 
no more against one than against the 
other. The entire past of both the 
moralist, -with his imperfections, and 
the profligate, with his debaucheries, 
is>fts much obliterated ia the one case 
as in the other, Forgetten, forever 
and forever. 'Their sins and their 
iniquities will I remember no more.'7 


This sublime attribute of forget- 


fulness on the part of God you and I 
need, an our finite way, to imitate. 
You will do well to cast out of your 
recollection 
all wrongs done you. 


During the couise of one's life he is 
sure to be misrepiesented, to be lied 
about, to be injured. There are those 
who keep these things fresh by fre- 
quent rehearsal. 
If things have ap- 


peared in print they keep them in 
their scrapbook, for they cut these 
preciou* paragraphs out of newspa- 
pers or books and at leisiue times 
look therm over, or they have them 
tied up in bundles, or thrust in pig- 
eon-holes, and they fiequently regale 
themselves and their friends by an 
inspection of these flings, these sar- 
casms, these falsehoods, these cruel- 
ties. I have known gentlemen who 
carried them in their pocketbooks, 
so that they could easily get at these 
irritations, and they put their right 
hand1 in the inside 
of their coat 


pocket over their 
heart, and say: 


"Look here! Let me show you some- 
thing." Scientists catch wasps and 
hornets and poisonous insects and 
traniAx them in curiosity bureaus 
for study, and that is well.

debt.

again " And the next day I come 
in and say: 
"You know about that 


big debt I owed you, I have come 
in to get you to let me off. I feel 
so bad About it I can not rest. Do 
let me off/7 


impatience: 
Don't bother yourself and bother me 
with any more of that discussion/ 
The following 
day I come in and 


say; aMy dear sir, about that debt. 
I can never get over the fact that I 
owed you that money. It is some- 
thing1 that weighs on my mind like 
a millstone. 
Do forgive me that 


debt/' 
This time you clear/lose 


your patience and say: 
"You are a 


nuisance. 
What do you 
mean by 


this reiteration of that affair? I am 
almost sorry I forgave you that debt. 
Do you doubt my veracity, or do yoa 
not understand the plain language 
in which I told you that debt was 
canceled?" Well, my friends, theie 
are many Christians guilty of worse 
folly that that, 
While it is right 


that they repent of new sins and of 
recent sins, what is the use of both 
ering yourself and insulting God by 
asking Him to forgive sins that 
long ago were forgiven? 
God has 


forgotten them. Why do you not for- 
get them? No; you drag the loan 
on with you, and 365 times a year, 
if you pray every day, you ask God 
to recall occurrences which He has 
not only forgiven, 
but 
forgotten. 


Quit this folly. I do not ask you less 
to realize the turpitude of sin, but 
I ask you to a higher faith in the 
piomise of God and the full deliver- 
ance of His mercy. He does not give 
a receipt for part payment, or so 
much leceived on account, but re* 
ceipt in 
full. 
God having 
for 


Christ's sake decreed "your sins and 
your iniquities will I remember no 
more/' As far as possible, let the 
disagreeables of life drop. We have 
enough things in the present and 
there will be enough in the future 
to disturb us without running a spe- 
cial train into the great Gone-By tj 
fetch us as special freight 
things 


left behind, Years ago, when there 


a great railroad rtrike, I re- 


mwnbw min* all along the route 


of frtgfat c*r* ewit«b«d 


on the sidetracks* those cars Ioad3<l 
with all kind* of perishable material, 
decaying and wasting. 
After 
the 


strike was over, 
did the railroad 


companies bring all that 
perished 


material down to the markets? No; 
they threw it off where it was de- 
stroyed, and loaded up with some- 
thing else, 
Let the long train of 


your thoughts throw off the worse 
than useless freight of a coirupt and 
detroyed past, and 
load up with 


gratitude and faith, and holy deter- 
mination. We do not please God by 
the cultivation of Uie miserable. Ho 
would rather see us happy than to 
see us depressed. You would rather 
see your childien laugh than to see 
them cry, and your heavenly Father 
has no fondness for hysterics. 


Not only forget 
your pardoned 


transgressions, but allow others to 
forget them. 
The chief stock 
on 


hand of some people is to recount in 
prayer meetings 
and pulpits what 


big scoundiels they once were. They 
not only will not forget their forgiv- 
en deficits, but they seem to be de- 
termined that the church and the 
world shall not forget them. If you 
want to declare that you have been 
the chief of sinners and extol the 
grace that could save -a wretch as 
you were, do so, but do not go into 
particulars. Do not tell how many 


I times you got drunk, or to what bad 
places you went, or how many free 
lides you had in the prison van be- 
foie you were converted. Lump it, 
brother; give it to xis in bulk. If 
you have any scars got in honorable 
warfare, show them; but if you have 
scars got in ignoble warfare, do not 
display them. I know you will 
quote the bible reference to the hor- 
lible pit from which you were dig- 
ged. Yes, be thankful for that res- 
cue, but do not make displays of the 
mud of that honible pit, or splash it 
over other people. Sometimes I have 
felt in Christian meetings discom- 
fited and unfit for Christian service 
because I had 
done none of those 


things which seemed to be in the es- 
timation 
of many 
necessaiy for 


Christian usefulness, for I never 
swore a word, or ever got diunk, or 
went to compromising places, or was 
guilty of assault 
and 
battery, or 


ever uttered a slanderous word, or 
ever did any one a hurt, although I 
knew jny heart was sinful enough; 
and I said to myself: "Theie is no 
use of my trying to do any good, for 
I never went through those depraved 
experiences/* but afterward I saw 
consolation in the thought that no 
one gained 
any ordination by the 


laying on of the hands of dissolute- 
ness and infamy. 
And though an 


ordinary moral life, 
ending in a 


Christian life, may not be as dra- 
matic a story to tell about, let us be 
grateful to God rather than worry 
about it if we have never plunged 
into outwaid abominations. It may 
be appropriate in a meeting of re- 
formed drunkards, or reformed de- 
bauchees, to quote for those not re- 
formed how desperate and nasty you 
once were; but do not drive a scaven- 
ger's cart into assemblages of peo- 
ple, the most of whom have always 
been decent and respectable, But I 
have been sometimes in great evan- 
gelistic meetings where people went 
into particulars about the sins they 
once committed, so much so that I 
felt like putting 
my hand on my 


pocketbook or calling for the police, 
lest these reformed men might fall 
from grace and go at their old busi- 
ness of theft or drunkenness or cut- 
throatery. 
If your sins have been 


forgiven and your life purified, for- 
get the waywardness of the past and 
allow others to forget it. 


But what I most want in the light 


of this text to impress is that we 
have a sin-forgetting God. Suppose 
tliat,on the last day—called the last 
day because the sun will never again 
rise upon our earth, the eaith itself 
being flung into fiery demolition- 
supposing that on that last day a 
group of infernal 
spirits 
should 


somehow get near enough the gate of 
heaven and challenge our entrance, 
and say: "How canst thou, the just 
Lord, let those souls into the lealra 
of supernal gladness? 
Why, they 


said a great many things they never 
ought to have said, and they did a 
great many things they ought never 
to have done. Sinners Are they; sin- 
ners all." And suppose God should 
design 
to answer, He might say: 


uYes, *but did not my only son die 
for their ransom P Did he not pay 
the price? 
Not one drop of blood 


was retained in his arteries, not ons 
nerve of his that was not wrung in 
the tofture. 
He took in his own 


bo4y and soul all the suffering that 
those sinners deserve. They pleaded 
that sacrifice. 
They took the 
full 


pardon that I promised to all who, 
through my son, earnestly applied 
for it, and it passed out of my mind 
that they were offenders. 
I forgot 


all about it. 
Yes, 
I 
forgot 
all 


about it. 
'Their sins and their in- 


iquities do 1 remember no more.' 
A sin-forgetting God! That is clear 
beyond, and far above a sin-pardon- 
ing God. How oftPtt we hear it said: 
"I can forgive, but I can not for- 
get." 
That is equal to saying: 
"I 


verbally admit it is all right, but I 
will keep 
the old 
grudge good.J) 


There is something in the demeanor 
that seems to say: "I would not do 
you harm; indeed, I wi»h you well, 
from Omaha to Chicago, and from 
Chicago to H«w York, hundreds and *ut that unfortunate affair can never 


pus out of my mind/' There may 
be no hard words pass between them, 
But until death breaks in the aame 
coolness remains, But God lets our 
pardoned offenses go into oblivion. 
He never throws 
them up to us 


again. He feels as kindly toward us 
as though we had been spotless and 
positively angelic all along. 


Many years ago, a family consist- 


ing of the husband and wife and lit- 
tle girl of 2 years, lived far out in a 
cabni on a western prairie. The hus- 
band took a few cattle to market. 
Before he started his little child 
asked him to buy for her a doll, and 
he promised. He could, after the sale 
of the cattle, purchase 
household 


necessities, and certainly would not 
forget the doll he had promised. In 
the village to which he went he sold 
the cattle.and obtained the groceries 
for his household and the doll for his 
little darling. 


He started home along the dismal 


road at nightfall. As he went along 
on horseback a thunderstorm broke, 
and in the most lonely part of the 
road and in the heaviest part of the 
storm he heard a child cry. Bobbers 
had been known to do some bad work 
along the road, and it was known 
that this herdsman had money with 
him, the price of the cattle 
sold. 


The herds-man first thought it was 
a stratagem to have him halt find 
b? despoiled of his treasures, but the 
child's cry became more keen and 
rending, and so he dismounted find 
felt around in the darkness, and all 
in vain until he thought of a hollow 
that he remembered near the road 
where the child mig'ht be, and for 
that he started, and sure enough 
found a little one faggtd out and 
drenched of the storm and almost 
dead. He wrapped it up a$ well 
he could -and mounted his horse and 
resumed his journey home. Coming 
in sight of his cabin, he saw it all 
lighted up, and supposed his wifa 
had kindled all the lights so as to 
guide her husband through the dark- 
ness. But, no. The house was full 
of excitement 
and the 
neighbors 


were gathered and stood around the 
wife of the house, who was insensible 
as from some great calamity. On in- 
quiry, the returned husband found 
that the little child of that cabin was 
gone. She had wandered out to meet 
her father and get the present he had 
promised, and the child 
was lost* 


Then the father unrolled from the 
blanket the child he had found in the 
fields, and lo! it was his own child 
and the lost one of the prairie home, 
and the cabin quaked with the shout 
over the lost one found. How sug- 
gestive of the fact that once we were 
lost in the open fields, or among the 
mountain -crags, 
God's 
wandering 


children, and He found us, dying in 
the tempest, <and wrapped us in the 
mantle of His love and fetched us 
home, gladness and congratulation 
bidding us welctane. The fact is that 
the world does not know God or they 
would all flock to him, 


There arejcertain names so mag- 


netic that {heir pronunciation thrills 
all who hear it. Such is the name of 
the Italian soldier and liberator, Ga<r- 
ibaftdi. Marching with his troops, he 
met a shepherd who was in great 
distress because he had lost a lamb. 
Garibaldi said to Jiis troops: 
"Let 


us help this poor shepherd find his 
lamb/' And so, with lanterns and 
torches, they explored the mountains, 
but did not find the lamb, and after 
an unsuccessful search, late at nigiht 
they went 
to their 
encampment. 


The next morning Garibaldi 
was 


found asleep far on into the day* and 
they wakened him for some purpose, 
and found that he ftad not given up

Escaped If He Mud Let 


Liquor Alone. 


' "It was one of the strangest cases 
that ever came under my notice," 
said the deteptire, "and it shows how 
a little thing can cause a man's un- 
doing. I was in Louisville at the 
time and was present at the execu- 
tion of the man, and the word that 
doomed wretch spoke to the gaping 
and morbidly curious crowd from the 
scaffold I have never forgotten and 
never will forget. Across the river, 
in Jeffersonville, is the Indiana state 
penitentiary, and this man — War- 
ner, I believe his name was — was ^a 
convict in the penitentiary. 
He had 


been in many years, and during all 
the time of his imprisonment he had, 
of course, never tasted liquor, which 
was the primary cause of the striped 
suit he wore. 


"In a quarrel with another convict 


in the shoe shop* where both were 
working, Warner stabbed his fellow 
convict to death with a shoe knife. 


\VHISKY BROUGHT HIM TO IT. 


He was taken from the prison to the 
couuty jail, tried for murder, and 
sentenced to death. Some days be- 
fore that set for the execution a 
photographer took some pictures of 
the murderer, and these the man 
sold to visitors on the plea that he 
wanted the money for a decent fu- 
neral after the decree of the law 
should have been carried otit. His 
Bales were many, and lie had more 
than $100 for his funeral. Two days 
before the time'.set for the hanging 
the man broke jail and escaped clear 
of the town. Of course a hue and 
cry was raised for him and Ihe po- 
lice of every town within a radius 
of 400 miles had a description of the 
fugitive and all 'officers were on the 
lookout for him' because of the sub- 
stantial reward offered by the sher- 
iff.

from the jail across the river in Jn- 
diariH, For years the man had been 
without the taste of liquor, nnd when 
he had the chance to drink it and the 
money with which to buy it he did 
drink it, and he was hanged two days 
later in the Jeffersomille jail. As 
he stood before the crowd assembled 
at the scaffold the man, with 
tne 


bar.gman's noose in his hand, raised 
it aloft and raised it in the direction 
of the upturned faces and said, sim- 
ply; 
'When yon raise the glass of 


liquor look in the bottom and yon 
vill see the shadow of this rope.' 
That was all, and then they hanged 
him."—N. 0. Times-Democrat.

from smoking tobacco they are very 
much intensified by indulgence in alco- 
hol, fyridine, the chief poisonous con- 
stituent of tobacco smoke, is not so 
easily soluble in water as in alcohol* 
Pyridine bases can be easily traced in 
the mouth of on immoderate smoker, 
and especially the smokers of cigars. 
An alcoholic drink is, therefore, calcu* 
latcd quickly to wash out this poison- 
ous oil and carry it into thestomaebt 
absorption of the poison ensuing, giv- 
ing rise to definite toxic symptoms, 
due not so much to alcohol or pyri- 
dinc bases alone as to the combined ao 
lion of both in the manner indicated.

"A drinking man/* said Mr. Car* 


negie, addressing a company of Y, 
M. C* A. railway men a few days ago, 
"should have no place in a railway 
system; indeed, he should have no 
place anywhere." 


One of the compelling reasons why 


Mr. Carnegie has done and is doing 
so much to multiply libraries all over 
the country, is the fact that the free 
public library, with the reading habit 
which it creates, can be made so pow- 
erful an offset to the ever*curseful 
saloon. 


If Mr. Carnegie owned a railway 


and was responsible for its manage- 
ment,* he would make short work 
with a drinking- engineer, a drinking 
conductor* with a drinking man np 
in the switch-tower, or with a drink- 
ing man in the seat of the train dis- 
patcher. It would be a 
criminal 


carelessness that should tolerate 
such a person in such a 
position. 


Let some terrible disaster happen- 
as, also, too often such disasters 
have happened through criminal care- 
lessness, and the public be 
made 


aware of the facts, the general de- 
mand would be quick and incisive for 
the enforcement of at least one form 
of a prohibition law. 


The foremost practical statesman 


in France at the present time is 
Premier Waldeck-Uonsseau. He is a 
patriot who sees that the worst peril 
threatening his own country are not 
foes from without but insidious foes 
from within. There is no ot^er coun- 
try in the world where so much in- 
toxicating liquor is drunk per capita 
as in France. Naturally, this fact is 
awakening alarm. 
Said this French 


statesman in a recent address: "The 
common tise of 
alcoholic 
drinks 


threatens the perpetuity of the 
race." 


Tf, according to Mr. Carnegie, "a 


drinking man should have no place 
in a railway system," where may he 
go to find his own safe and accept- 
able place? %rely not in any de- 
partment of oji'r stupendously vast 
and exacting industrial system of 
the present day. The great trusts 
of the time have, at the best, all they 
can do "to have and to hold1* the nec- 
essary Confidence of the public to 
keep them from tumbling into confu- 
sion any unlucky moment. 
AVhen 


Charles Schwab, the other day at 
Monte Carlo, made a spectacle of 
himself before the world as a gam- 
bler, it was nowhere taken as a good 
omen, 
Let it be generally known 


that any of these men placed at ihe 
head of similar enormous financial 
or industrial combinations, have be- 
come drinking- men,, with unwhole- 
some brains liable at any time to be 
set on iire with some loosened im- 
pulse or caprice, such carelessness 
could not fail to be criminal. 


In the January Fortnightly 
Re- 


view, J. Holt Schooling makes a most 
suggestive comparative study of the 
drink bills of the United States,; the 
United 
Kingdom, 
Germany 
and 


France. Bad as the drink habit in 
the United States is, the comparison 
on the whole is strikingly in favor 
of our country. Mr. Schooling's con- 
clusion of the whole matter te that, 
from the mere plane of our national 
industrial leadership, "the developed 
alertness and prompt energy of the 
American may, it is quite likely, be 
due in some part, to their relative 
abstinence from, alcoholic drink." 


Indeed, as Andrew Carnegie says, 


a drinking man should have no place 
anywhere; least of all, in a home,— 
Union Signal.
